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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-42,52-68 and 73-76, drawn to a laminate fabric and medical 
device, classified in class 606, subclass 151 or Class 442, subclass 248. 

II. Claims 43-51 , drawn to a method of making a laminate fabric, classified in 
class 28 subclass 100+. 

III. Claims 69-72,77,79 and 80, drawn to a method of blocking emboli, 
classified in class 606, subclass 200. 

IV. Claim 78, drawn to a method of applying a stent, classified in class 623, 
subclass 1.12. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f))- In the instant case the product can be made a materially different 
process, such as by applying compressive force without heat. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
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different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
as claimed as a substrate for closing a hernia. 

Inventions I and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
as claimed as a substrate for closing a hernia. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
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recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: l-stent; ll-occlusive device. The species are independent or distinct because 
they have totally different structures and are used for totally different purposes. 

This application also contains subspecies A-1 membrane layer; B-2 membrane 

layer.
